GOLD HILL TRL? 


The end of the month is the beginning of the official club 
detection season, starting with the first club outing to Gold Hill. 
We will be leaving the Redwood Multipurpose Center promptly at 
8:30 Saturday morning. 


The famous mining camp of Gold Hill was located near the é 
Nevada border at the north end of Tooele County's Deep Creek 
Range, 40 miles south of Wendover. Emigrants enroute to 
California on the Overland Trail first found gold there in 1858, 
but Indian troubles prevented settlement of the area until the 
1870's when nearby Clifton became a booming gold camp. At first, 
Gold Hill grew slowly, eclipsed by the brighter light of its wild 


and wicked sister city. It was hardly more than a tent town until 
mines like the Copper Queen, Copperopolis and Alvorado were located 
and began producing millions in copper and gold. By then the mines 


at Clifton were beginning to fail and it was that camp's turn to 
play second fiddle. 


Gold Hill became famous in mining circles everywhere. Its ore 
was among the richest then known. Substantial stone business 
buildings lined its busy streets. One of the miners th@fe-.lateér 


became famous as the heavyweight champion of the world. His name 
was Jack Dempsey. For a decade Gold Hill boomed, but in time 
even its rich mines were worked out. Even though the hand had been 


played out, the game wasn't over, for Gold Hill still had an ace 
in the hole. 


During the first world war, arsenic was badly needed for the 
manufacture of poison gas, and Gold Hill was just the place to find 
it. Twenty years earlier miners there had dumped countless tons of 
worthless arsenic ore in their waste dumps. Gold Hill's mines 
were reopened, new mills were built, and in 1917 rails of the Deep € 
Creek Railroad were laid into town from Wendover. In its new 
incarnation Gold Hill soon boasted a population of 1500 with stores, 
saloons, pool halls and even a newspaper, the Gold Hill News. While 
the war in Europe raged, Gold Hill prospered, but when the war in 
Europe ended and arsenic was no longer needed, the old town's second 
boom guickly fizzled out. The Lincoln Highway was rerouted north of 
town, the last train left in 1938 and in 1940 the rails were torn up. 


Gold Hill today is probably Utah's largest, most complete 
ghost town. Most of the eleven residents in town live in recently 
acquired trailer houses and engage in small time mining over at 
Clifton. There are many old stores, warehouses, dwellings, mines, 
abandoned trucks and buses, and numerous foundations. The railroad 
bed is obvious swinging from the north. Woodman's osiginal~mill 
foundations sit against the ridge just west of town. The machinery 


had been moved to another location even before the town's second 
life. 
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The club's COIN AND TOKEN SHOW will be held June 30th and 
July lst at the Howard Johnson's.

_ GOOD FOR 5 STICKS OF POWDER 


A fascinating vignette of this western history is the 
almost forgotten system of private coinage which helped to 
prevent destruction of property in western mining labor strife 
and brought needed control to the use of explosives in hardrock 
mining. 





Private coinage became a necessity because metal money was 
scarce on the frontier. The fur traders who opened up the West 
in the early 1800's had bartered trade goods and gimcracks for 
animal pelts because hard money had no value to the Indians. 
Early miners traded gold dust or gold nuggets for needed supplies. 


In the history of labor strife in western mines, use of 
explosives to win a point was not uncommon. The mine operators 
sought to prevent this by issuing "Scrip". These were privately 
milled coins which were recognized as the only acceptable authority 
for drawing explosives from the company.

NOTES: Nothing definite can be established of where the Zagle Nest Pool Hall was 
located, what years it operated, or who operated same. 


But in the Park City Municipal ‘later Works(EBill & Collectio Resister) for the year 
of 1927, does list ANDERSON & CARLSON,as the owmer of the building located at 226 
Hain Street, and the name of the tenant listed as SAGLE.This ouilding would have been 
next door(North) of the old Diamond Pool Hall. 


In the year of 1926,Brandy 2urlo is listed as the tenant of this same building, anc 
whether he issued this particular token,is not known. Token would have to be after the 
perioc of 1917, when Soft Drink Parlors and Fool Ealls, cid apnear at a very high 
rate.
